An order for 3,000 new coal hopper cars to cost 
$28,000,000 has been placed by the Louisville & Nashville 
Railroad according to an announcement by John E. Tilford, 
president 

The cars, all 70-ton capacity, will be built by the Pull- 
man-Standard Car Manufacturing Company at their plant in 
Bessemer, Alabama. 

Construction is to begin immediately and the first cars 
will be delivered to the IAN by the middle of January 1959 
Delivery of the entire order of 3.000 cars will bo complete 
within six months time. 

The LAN. has already spent $23,000,000 for new 
freight cars this year, all of which are now in service. This 
includes 2,000 coal hopper cars similar to those just order 
ed.

been in the making for several months. This 
| type of program will be launched on November 
29, 1958 across the country and will be present- 
ed on NBC-Television through the persons of 
Bob Hope, Ben Alexander, Les Brown and His 
Band of Renown. Damiani's Orchestra, the Bob 
Mitchell Boy Choir, and that great favorite, 
Molly Bee, as well as other well-known person- 
alities. Time 4:30 • 5 30 P M. 

The new Explorer program has been totally 
revised and is completely new in its content and 
approach based upon a two-year research pro- 
gram conducted by the Boy Scouts of America 
In conjunction with the Research Department 
of the University of Michigan. 

This program is based on the results of the 
findings of this research which attempted to 
determine what the boys thr'/tselves wanted, as 
a big factor in the tailoring of the program. 

The Lonesome Pine Council is setting up 
intensive training courses in the near future by 
which adult leaders will be trained in the pur- 
pose, the content and the methods required for 
this purpose. 

Boy Scouts of America also offers a pro- 
gram in Cubbing for boys who are 8, 9, and 10 
years old. A program of Scouting for boys 11 
through 17 and a program of Exploring for boys 
who are 14 years old and in the 9th grade in 
school through the age of 17, or for boys who 
are 15 through 17 years of age, regardless of 
grade in school. 

Beginning January 1, 1959. no boy will be 
registered as an Explorer in a Boy Scout troop. 
All Explorers will be registered in Explorer 
units. But if the older boy chooses to take the 



Scouting program he will regiater in the Boy 
Scout troop. 

If, however, a boy in an Explorer Post wish- 
es to secure the rank of Eagle he may do so 
without passing the First, Second, Star and Life 
ranks by doing the 21 merit badges required 
for Eagle. 

It is hoped that all boys and interested adults 
will watch the TV Program on November 29, 
1958 and will invite their friends to Join them. 

President Eisenhower has high hopes for 
the new Exploring program being launched this 
month by the Lonesome Pine Council, Boy 
Scouts of America. 

Mr. Eisenhower is Honorary President of 
the Boy Scouts of America and has been a mem- 
ber of its National Executive Board since 1948.
